GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES, 


Ia the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Sam Hous- 
ton for desertion, the reviewing authority, Gen. Wheaton, 
says: “ After the meaningless plea of the accused had been 
presented the judge advocate stated * That after intervie w- 
ing the witnesses he found no evidence which, in his opin- 
ion, could convict the accused of desertion and that he 
closed the prozecution.’ Thus the prosceution presented no 
evidence whatever to the court, While much must be left 
to the discretion of a judge advocate in prosecuting a case 
as to what or how much evidence sha)! be presented to sus- 
tain the Government's side, a procedure so radical as the 
foregoing must be emphatically disapproved. Evidentiy 
some witnesses were available. It isa function of the court 
to weigh their evidence and to decide whether or not it is 
sufficient to sustain the charges. To the court, testimony is 
given under oath aod with the penalty of perjury staring 
an untruthful witnessin the face. ‘l'o the judge advocate, 
his statement is not under oath and a reluccant witness not 
unfrequentiy conceais much of his knowledge of a case 
from the judge advocate prior to being put upon the stand. 
In this case the course taken practically substituted the in- 
vestigation and opinion of the judge advocate for the in- 
vestigation and finding of the court. Be the evideocs ever 
80 weak, it was distinctly the business of the court to hear 
it under oath and then to pass upon its sufficiency. More- 
over tbe reviewing officer is unable to act uaderstandingly 
where the facts of the case, Whatever they may be, are thus 
kept out of the record and f»cked up in the bredac of the

The Destroyer’s gun ‘and the Lassoe projectile 
were tried at the torpedo station, Newport, Oot. 26. 
The projectile was driven toward a net. 100 ft. from 
the gun. It pierced the net without difficulty. The 
net used was "ot oneof thenets that are to be tested, 
but a light affair of nickel steel, Comdr. Converse 
immediately notified the Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance that all was ready for the net trials, and 
orders to go on are now awaited from Washington. 
Two specimens of the Cunningbam torpedo have ar- 
rived at the torpedo station and wil! be tried this 
week. Theyare to be fired from the Destroyer's sub- 
marine gun, and gain additional impetus from the 
slow decomposition of a rocket composition in the 
rear sections of the projectile, which creates a pro- 
pelling gas, 





Referring to a report of the chief of ordnance 
giving results of exneriments made by cavairy offi- 
cers with the new 88-calibre revolver, Lieut. Eben 
Swift, 5th Cav., says in the Cavalry Journal: “Mean- 
while it is interesting to note that after some sixty 
years’ struggle with the revolver principle, a new 
idea has struck the maker of a pistol. A German 
bas made his appearance at the World's Fair with a 
model of a pistol which combines the properties of 
the Maxim gun and the Lee magazine. You pull 
the trigger and the pistol firer, reloads and cooks by 
foroe of recoil, and so on for five shots. Those who 
have seen it work say that great things may be ex- 
peoted of it. It seems to have created some con- 
sternation among the great manufacturers, and 
they are all said to be working to get the patent 
rights in this country. 





{n reference to various notes that have appeared 
in thie parer on the subject of expanding bullet for 
the .803 rifie, we have pow to report that the Jeffery 
bullet has been combined with the Tweedie bullet. 
Its present form is as follows: The baseis covered 
by the mantlet, a small nose of lead about } in. in 
diameter being visible at the point; the jead is 
soldered to the mantilet, the four slits of the Jeffery 
bullet remaining. In bendingin the vice the nose 
crushes up slightly, the expansion, instead of as be- 
fore starting in the centre, now travels from the 
point, and is produced by the mass of metal behind 
the expanded portion; this state of affairs 1s theo- 
retically good, as the greatest available power is 
applied to the parts undergoing expansion. The 
bullet has been used this season for deer shooting 
in Scotland, and we understand that the results are 
very satisfactory; the entrance hole being *mall, 
while further in it is as large as that of a .450 Ex- 
press rific. We have to state that the Jeffery patent 
is now complete, the final «specification having been 
accepted at the Patent Office on July 8 of this year 
—Arms and Explosives. 


An exhaustive test with small-calibre rifles have 
recently been conducted by a special commission, 
and have resulted in the recommendation of the 6.b- 
mm. Krag-Jorgensen rifle, for adontion for the 
Norwegian Army. Rifies of 8 mm., 765 mm., 7 mm., 
and 65 mm., were tested, the latter proving de- 
cided) y superior in ballistic qualities. The commis- 
sion recommends the adoption of the Krag Jorgen- 
sen mechanism and magazine arrangement, on ac- 
count of the followiig advantages: Lt gives the most 
perfect combination of single-loader with magazine 
as reserve, and magazine rifie proper, being equally 
serviceable as single loader, even if the magazine 
gets out of order. The filling and refilling of the 
magazine can be effected with loaded rifie, with 
mechanism closed and trigger cocked. The maga- 
zine remains intact when using the rifle asa single- 
loader, so that there is always a reserve of five cart- 
ridges, whereas with the Mauser there are four left, 
while the Mannlicher cannot be used as a single 
loader. Finally, the loading and refilling of the 
Krag Jorgensen rifle ia easily accomplished fron all 
positions, as compared with the two others. There 
18 NO spring resistance to be got over, so the loadiag 
requires only a very slight movement, which is a 
great advantage for the soldier, when he, for in- 
stance, isin a recumbent position. The weight of 
the rifie complete is under 9 Ib., with bayonet at- 
tached about 5 oz. above 9 Ib. It is intended to 
furn‘sh each soldicr with 150 cartridges, which will 
weigh barely 9 Ib. 








MURDERED by official neglect is the epitanh on the 
officers and crew of the Russian iron-clad Roosalka, 
which foundered off the Finnish Coast, Sept. 19. She 
wae a monitor with three feet free board, built in 
1867 and was honeycombed by rust. She was on 
her way from Reval to Helsingfors, a voyage across 
the Finnish Guif of about fortv or fifty miles, in 
company with the gunboat Tutch. When about 
half-way across she became separated from the 
latter by a very beavy storm, and was seen Do more. 
The gunboat only just succéeded in getting into 
port safely. The voyage was undertaken in obedi- 
ence to direct orders from the admiraity, given in 
the face of representations of the utter unseaworthi- 
ness of the vessel. Many pieces of wreckage from 
the ship had been found, such as cabin doors and 
two or three of her boats badly damaged. A dead 
sailor was found in the bottom of one of the boats 
cast as*ore. There were twelve officers, includio 
Capt. Yenish, the commander, and 166 men on board, 
not one of whom was ssved. A few years ago the 
Russian man-of-war Kreml foundered like the 
Roosalka, but her crew was saved. Her commander 
was court-martialled, but was able fo prove that 
bis ship was unseaworthy and was acquitted of all 
blame.

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ARMY REPORTS. 


Mags.-Gen. O. O. Howarp, commanding the De- 
partment of the East, reports a quiet yearin his 
command. The appropriations having been, for pur- 

ses of transportation, greatly limited, he has not 

en able to ave toall the command outside camps 
and marcbing, particularly in conjunction with the 
National Guard, so much as heretofore, or as would 
seem desirable. There bave been, however, instances 
of united action in drilling, marches ana encamp- 
ments, all of which have tended to increase good 
feeling and promote in many ways the efficiency of 
the military service. Good progress is being wade 
with the new cavalry post in Vermont, Fort Ethan 
Allen. The purchase of an additional piece of 
zround lying between the reservation and.a small 
river in front of it is recommended. 

“In the centennial celebration last October the 
troops from Madison Barracks and along the At- 
lantic Coast joined those stationed around the har- 
Lor of New York. All these, the Engineer Battalion 
being a part, formed a creditable portion of the 
grand column that marched in procession along the 
streets of New York and passed the stand where the 
Vice President and othere reviewed them. Our 
troops received special commendation for their 
marching and good appearance. On a smaller scale 
a similar procession assisted, also with pleasant 
mention, at the naval review on April 28, and during 
the memorial exercises of May 30, In this last a = 
of the troops in the harbor, as directed by the - 
retary of War, participated in hke manner in the 
Brooklyn ceremonies.”’ 

Complaint is made of the number of absenteegr. 
Of 289 company officers, skeleton companies in- 
cluded, 30.79 per cent., or 89 officers, are detached or 
disabled. 

Every effort has been made to keep alive the in- 
terest of the infantry in target practice. For prac- 
tical artillerymen proper armament is required and 
when the new field guns are received practice will 
be possible. 

The repeal of the ten years’ enlistment law is 
strongly recommended. Experience with the In- 
dian soldiers shows that **it is uphill work to kee > 
them in heart and health, and attain to any reason- 
able reliance upon them for efficient service in case 
of active work ugainst any foe. 

Regimental recruiting is condemned as the result 
of experience with it thus far. Discipline of the 
command is most favorable. 

The work of the post lyceums shows commend- 
able zeal and professional study and enterprise. It 
is recommended that such essays as might be ap- 
proved by the Commanding General be published 
to the Army. 

It is urged that quarters be provided for the vic- 
tims of life in casemates. As they become older 
they grow worse occasioning or aggravating sick- 
ness. 

It is recommended that the work of the Engineer 
and Ordnance Corps receive the most liberal sup- 


port. 
in conclusion Gen. Howard says: 


The conduct of the officers of the department during the 
year bas been bigbly commendable—not ‘a breach of diaci- 
ple which bas resuited in a court martial; the post com- 
manders bave been most attentive to their duties, and 

iven ell due attention to their commands. There bave 
en during the year some changes on my staff, both the gen- 
eral and personal; each officer, witbout a sinwle exception, 
bas done his duty to my satisfaction, and I joyfully record 
my approbation. In time of peace there is jittle opportun- 
ity for persona! distinction and consequent promotion ; but 
those officers who are diligent and studious always attain a 
meaeure of distinction, which serves them well when the 
time of trial comes. This distinction is a matter, too, quite 
independent of rank. I am happy to believe that very 
many officers in this department bave, by fidelity and work 
persistently performed in their country’s service, laid this 
good foundation, obtaining at least among their tellows a 
character which will be effective io case of need. 

Col. R. P. Hugbes, Inspector.General, Dept. of 
tbe East, in his annual report recommends again 
that the light and beavy artillery be separated. 
More work in rill Regulations is recommended. 
Tne non-com. officers are slow in taking bold of the 
spirit of the new method as the result of old 
habits. A sub-calibre gun should be provided for 
heavy artillery practice and there should be more 
artiliery practice. Troops should be exercised in 
marching every week. Lieut. Willoughby Walke is 
experimenting with what promises to be the best 
smokeless powder of home manufacture. Experi- 
ments should be continued until we get a proper 1D- 
trencbing tool and the subject of equipping cavalry 
and infantry with simple range finders and aneno- 
meters is worthy of careful consideration. A pro- 
per place should be found for the storage of old 
company books. Annual allowances should be 
made of many of the articles of quartermaster’s 
supplies. A percentage of post exchange tunds 
should be devoted to maintaining post wharves. The 
growth of post schools for illiterate men is unsatis- 
factory. Details of military professors should be 
made tor four years and they should be divided into 
two classee—one to be relieved every two years. 

“Have a congress of the military officers at col- 
leges of designated geographical districts convened 
every two years, shortly before the new year’s work 
begins, at which both the old and new details shoulda 
be present, and at which a full and open discussion 
of the work done and methods pursued shuuld be 
bad. A record of the proceedings of the meetings to 
be kept, and a copy of this record forwarded to the 
War Wepartment at the close of each session of the 
congress.”’ 





According to the annual report of Gen. John P. 
Haw kine, Commissary-General, six commissary ser- 
geanis were appointed during the year, two died, 
one was discharged and six were retired. The num- 
ber in service at the close of the year was106. The 
total expenditures by tbe Commissary Department 
during the year was $2,742,012. 





Brigadier-Gen. Frank Wheaton, Department of 
Texas, states that bis operations against violations 
of tbe neutrality laws resulted in the conviction of 
seventy-one Mexican residents, nearly all Garza 
revoiutionists, at the May term of the court at San 
Antonio. The noted bandit’s raid of last December 
is treated at length. Negotiations for a surrender 
instituted early in the year, failed, owing to quarrels 
among the bandits themselves. It is said that their 
leader, Francisco Benavides, had several men put 





to death for not obeying his orders. Benavides and 
another leader, Prudercio Gonzales, were captured 
Jan. 2land the next day Lieut. Dickman captured 
Cecilio Esche after a sharp fight. This man 
was considered a most desperate bandit. Maximo 
Martinez, another bandit leader, surrendered to 
Sheriff Haynes. Lieut. P. G. Lowe, 18h Inf., with 
Sheriff Shely, had a sharp figbt with a band of out- 
laws and succeeded in killing Eusabio Martinez, 
alias Margas de Agna, the most desperate of all the 
bandits. Concerning the raid he made on San 
Ygnacio, Gen. Wheaton says: “I regret that under 
our laws more severe punishment cannot be given 
the leaders of such an unlawful raid and brutal 
massacre.”’ Honorable mention for bravery and de- 
votion to duty during these troubles is accorded 
Capt. G. F. Chase, 31 Cav.; Ist Lieut. P. W. West, 
8d Cav.; lst Lieut. J. T. Dickman, 24 Lieuts. Kirby

Par. 108. Each man returns sabre after being in- 
spected, *‘ successively,” as in Par. 101. 

“* Niobrara.” 

Par. 653. Is it intended that all the troops ef each 
squadron shall arrive on the line simultaneeusly or 
by troop successively? Ans.—It is intended that the 
squadrons should successively arrive at the place of 
formation, each as a squadron under the command 
of the squadron commander, not by troop. Dachk 
squadron forms according to the principles of Par. 
560, if the squadron forms successively, as indicated 
in Par. 665. [tis not intended that each squadren 
should successively “approach the line so as to ar- 
rive from the rear, and parallel to the line,” etc., as 
in Par. 545, but the equadron commander may have 
it done that way, then to align aceurately, he would 
probably bave to establish his “‘ guides on the line,” 
asin Par. 553. Latitude is given the majorin Par. 
6,and he may form either simultaneously or suo- 
easively.

Par. 624. Change of front may be made wken the 
line of platoon columns 1s either at close or full in- 
tervals. 

Par. 560. ‘‘ Will all the guides in squadron drill de- 
tach themselves at the preparatory command of the 
major if the movement is terminated ata halt, or 
do they wait until their respective troops arrive 
within about thirty yardsand then detach them- 
selves at the eee | command of their troop 
commander?” Awns.—All the guides do not detach 
themselves at the preparatory command—only those 
of the base troop. The others detach themselves in 
sufficient time to be posted before the arrival of 
their troop on the line.

Although there was not 
sea enough to cause any rolling, it is thought the 
vessel is top heavy, and some changes will, it is ex- 
pected, be advocated. One very striking illustra- 
tion of ber instability was given, it is reported, in 
coming through Hell Gate on the return trip. There 
was occasion to put the helm bard over and the ship 
promptly heeled fifteen degrees to starboard. 

When 
questioned as to the result of the trial, Commodore 
Walker is reported to have said: ‘‘ The final trial 
was successful.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


DuRine the troubles in Brazil the Yantic will be 
kept on the station as a reserve in case of need, but 
as soon as her services can bi dispensed with for that 
purpose, she will be sent home for overhauling or 
condemnation, as the case may be. 


Tue U.S. 8S. Columbia will leave Messre. Cramp’s 
establishment on Nov. 1 for Boston, where the Trial 
Board will assemble on board on Nov. 2 tc superin- 
tend her official trial trip, and the Board will pro- 
ceed to the vicinity of Cape Ann. Two runs will be 
made over a 44 mile course. 


THE loss of the Haytian warship Alexandre Petion 
is proportionally the severest loss sustained by any 
navy recently, asit deprives Hayti of one-seventh of 
her war vessels. She foundered off Cape Tiburton. 
The only survivor, 4 sailor, is stated to have been 
mentally weakened by the shock and is unable to 
explain the cause of the disaster. Eighty lives are 
aupposed to have been lost. 


A NEW cruiser for Chili was launched Sept. 9, at 
Elswick Shipyard, in the presence of the Chiiian 
Minister, and christened by his daughter the Blanco 
Encalada. The dimensions of the cruiser are: 
Length, 370 ft.; breadth, 46 ft.; displacement, 4,400 
tons. She will carry as an armament two heavy 
guns, ten quick-firers, twelve 3-pounders, twelve 1 
pounders, and five torpedo discharge tubes. 


The Colonial Standard and Jamaica Despatch, 
Kingston, Jamaica, says concerning Presideat Hip- 
polyte: “We belleve he undertook to do more than 
bis life or his cuntinued occupancy of the Presiden- 
tial chair is worth to him. Nevertheless there can 
be no denying that he stands morally bound by his 
contract. Under these irrefutable circumstances 
one cannot fai] to admire the forbearance of the 
United States. Mole St. Nicholas is theirs by syul- 
emn contract, and there are governments which 
would at all costs have insisted on the fulfilment of 
the contract.”’ 

Ir is understood that Capt. A. S. Barker, U. 3. N., 
in command of the U. 8. 8. Philadelphia, will en- 
deavor to prevent the usual marine growth on the 
bettom of his ship from assuming such proportions 
as prevailed in the case of the Boston, and to this 
end will employ his divers much more frequently 
than has hitnerto been the case. I[t is believed that 
with 4 little practice theship’s divers can keep the 
bottom comparatively free from the growths so de- 
trimental to eficiency, and that save for the removal 
of more or less paint in the process, the ship can be 
maintained at a fair condition of efficiency for ap 
indefloite period. 
~<Tue New Hampshire Gazette asserts that Mr. Os 
oar Johnson, “a quiet and wortby citizen” of Ports- 
mouth, N. H., was the victim of ap unprovoked as- 
siult by some blue jackets of the U.S. 8. Machias, 
one of whom “seized one of his fingers and neariy 
bit it off. The Gazette says: “The assaulted man 
finally got away in time to save himself a severe 


beating. The chances are that some of the Machtas's 
crew will occupy cots in a hospital if they venture 
into Water st. again.” Perhaps it was to escape this 
danger that the Machias put to sea, just as the Brit- 
ish squadron is repor on one occasion to have 
set from Lisbon, immediately after receiving on 
board an officer who had made a hasty exit from 
the royal palace after a somewhat too intimate con- 
versation with one of the royal ladies. 


THE recent trial off a Hook of coaling a na- 
val vessel at sea, in which the San Francisco and the 
Kearsarge participated, is not accepted as quite 
conclusive. Insumming up their views on the ex- 
ment, Comdr. A. 8. Crewninshield, Lt. Comdr. 
D. Heald and Lieut. C. T. Forse, the board of offi- 
cers who inspected the test, say: “The trial took 
place under such favorable conditions of sea and 
weather thatitis difficult to state how the system 
would work in a rough or ever a moderate sea; it is 
certain, however, that ships, in evena moderate sea- 
way, could not tow at such a close distance as 200 
feet, and that a much greater strain would then be 
brought upon the jackstay. If the towing distance 
is increased as would seem necessary in & seaway, 
the height of the —y}* and platform above the 
deck of the collier must be increased accordingly. 
The system bas shown such merit as to warrant a 
thorough trial by a properly equipped collier in 
coaling a man -of-war in moderately rough 
weather.” 

Tue steamer Jeanie, the tender of the Arctic 
whaling fleet, which reached San Francisco, Oct. 2, 
from the Herschel Islands, brings the news that 
Capt. Potter, of the steam whaler Newport, reached 
84 deg. north latitude, the most northerly pointever 
reached by man, the Greeley Expedition, which in 
1882, reached 83 deg. 20 min., having up to this year 
beld the record fcr penetrating the nearest to -he 
North Pole, the feat being accomplised by Lieut. 
Lockwood, 234 Inf., who died of starvation in the 
Polar regions. The Newport spent last winter at 
Herschel Islands, and this summer, aided by the 
open sea, which was particularly free from ice, 
worked her ae North whilein pursuit of whales 
to 84 deg., or within six degrees of the North Pole. 
There the ship was stopped by ice, but it was 
thought that had the Newport been supplied with 
dogs and sledges, the North Pole might have been 
reacbed travelling over the ice. The Newport left 
San Francisco in the spring of 1892, and after win- 
tering at Herschel Island, which is 69 deg. 50 min. 
Nortb, on July 14 started northward after whales, 
she proceeded to Cape Bathurst and cruised along 
the edge of tue ice past Prince Patrick [sland and 
then north. She was formerly a coasting steamer 
and registers only 218 tons. Asa reward for her cap- 
tain’s daring she took 25 whales.

Messrs. Lee and Shepard, Boston, publish “A Wo- 
man's Philosophy of Love, by Caroline F. Corbin.” 
Mrs. Corbin is a lady well known for her earnest de- 
fence of her sex against the assaults of the woman 
suffrages She has established a literary reputation 
by her story “His Marriage Vow,” her ‘Letters 
from a Chimney Corner,” and by numerous com- 
munications to the periodical press in prose and 
verse, some of which have appeared in these col- 
umns. The present volume is a thoroughly woman- 
ly book, and if it exalts the sex it shows a fine sense 
of the legitimate sphere for woman’s work. 

We called attention at the time to the poem read 
by Richard Watson Gilder at the laet meeting of the 
Society of the Army of the Potomac. It is, perbap:, 
take it altegether, the strongest poem Mr. Gilder 
has yet written, and one worthy to be set in the 
dainty volume published by the Century Company 
and containing Mr. Gilder’s latest poetical publica- 
tions.

N.,and an 
interesting sketch of ‘“‘A Group of Army Authors,” 
by Chaplain C. C. Bateman, U. S. A. With this we 
have excellent likenesses of General Howard, Cap- 
tain Charles King, Lieut. Robt. Howe Fletcher, 
Captain John Bigelow, Jr., and Chaplain T. G. 
Stewart, D. D. Among the numerous articles in the 
November California is one on ‘Football in the 
West,” “Parks and Reservations,” “California at 
the World’s Fair,” “Chinese Fisheries," and “Lrriga- 
tion” in California and Spirit Photography. This 
handsomely printed and illustrated magazine is a 
credit to the Pacific Coast, which has added some 
of the best known names to the list of American 
authors. 

We are giad to learn that the Bancroft Co., of 
San Francisco, are making a success of their costly 
venture of publishing the “Book of the Fair.” 
lt records in the highest style of the typo- 
graphic art the wonders of the White City, which 
none who have seen will ever forget. Visitors to the 
Fair will need such a record as this, and those who 
have been debarred by the fates from a visit to Chi- 
cago will find that the possession of Bancroft Book 
will be the nearest approach to consolation that 
they can hope to get. It isto be published in twenty 
parts, each costing one dollar, the whole work con- 
taining one thousand imperial folio pages.

many years ago, Capt. Potter has devoted himself 
more or less to writing. His latest production isa 
volume publisbed by J. G. Cupples Co., Boston, en- 
titled “Under Cotton Canvas, the Onward's Last 
Voyage.” Itis a narrative, not strictly veracious, 
but based upon the author’s actual experiences at 
sea, and recording many an adventure beyond 
soundings. 

The actual work done in hospitals in Paris by 
means of hypnotism is fully described in McJlure’s 
Magazine for November, by R. H. Sherard, and 
illustrated with numerous photographs, showing 
the patients in the various forms of hypnotic trance. 
The great Bronte battle, one of the most extraordin- 
ary personal combats in the history of Ireland, is also 
told in the number for November, in the series of 
articles on the ancestors of the Brontes. This com-

N.” ‘Ine useful work 
of which this is the second volume, opens the whole 
literature of ex plosives to the student, and is in the 
nature of a supplement to ‘“ Poole’s Iadex to Peri- 
odical Literature,” which does not enter upon this 
field. Its numerous references to the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL place at the disposal of those inter- 
ested, the information upon the subject of explos- 
ives contained in our volumes.

She 
has so much to be proud of in her military record 
that we are giad to welcome this volume, which 
stands asa memorial te her living and dead. ‘In- 
cluded in the list of sixty-one portraits are those of 
Generals J. G. Barnard,Samue!l Breck,James Barnes, 
Ww. Blaisdell, Horace Brooks, Sam’. E. Chamber- 
lain, Cyrus B. Comstock, Darius N. Couch, Charles 
H. Crane, M. D.; Geo. H. Crosman, Nelson H. Davis, 
Nathan A. M. Dudley, Geo. H. Gordon, Edw. W. 
Hiocks, Joseph Hooker, Erasmus D. Keyes, Ralph 
V. Kirkham, Rufus Saxton, Isaac Ingalls Stevens, 
Edwin V. Sumner, Zasious B. Tower, Edwin D 
Townsend, and Amiel W. Whipple. Besides per- 
sonal sketches of these officers we have those of 
Gens Henry L. Abbot, Wm. S. Abert, Thomas J. C. 
Amory, Geo. L. Andrews, Sidney Burbank, Robert 
KE. Clary, Henry LL. Kustis, Wm. Gates (a graduate 
of 1806), Oliver P. Gooding, Guy V. Henry, Thomas 
D, Johns, Charles Russell Lowell, Jr., Randolph B. 
Marcy, Napoleon B. McLaughlen, Nelson A. Miles, 
Joseph B. Piummer, Carroll H. Potter, David A. 
Ruesell, Charles P. Stone, Geo. C. Strong, Sylvanus 
Lhayer and Robert Williams—all of the Regular 
Army. Themere mention of these names is suffi- 
cient to account for the reputation of Massachu- 
setts soldiers during the war and for which she now 
justly celebrates herself. 

Of other military histories we have “ The Story of 
a Cavairy Regiment: The career of the Fourtao 
Iowa Veteran Volunteers from Kansas to Georgia, 
1861-1865, by Wm. Forse Scott, late Adjutant: G, P. 
Putnam’s Sons.”’ This is the history of the regi- 
ment commanded by Colonel and Brevet Briga- 
dier-General Edward F. Winslow, whose portrait 
furnishes the frontispiece. There are also nine 
maps and battle plans. As described by OU. H. La 
Grange in his introduction, Gen. Winslow, as 4 
commander of a cavalry brigade, was ‘‘gentle by na 
ture, but filled with the aggressiveness of the cause, 
and while he earned the love of his subordinates, he 
eompelled the confidence of his superiors. His keen 
intelligence moulded the purpose of his men; his 
will inspired them and made them think themselves 
invincible. Though bis military education was 
gained in the field and he was only a volunteer, the 
qualities and services of Winslow were such as upon 
larger fields made Sheridan and Wilson, the first 
cavalry leaders of the Civil War.” The first cam- 
paign of the 4th lowa was with Curtis’s command 
in the movement against Little Rock; its last with 
Wilson in his cavairy raid March 20 to May 10, 1865, 
against the Confederate last line. During this per- 
iod it lost 845 men in killed, wounded and missing, 
out of a total of 1,912 men, of whom 900 remained 
when the regiment disbanded after the close of the 
war. It participated in sixty-two en ements and 





captured 2,890 of the enemy in action, besides 270 
pieces of artillery and 12 flags. 
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NAVY REPORTS. 


Tue first annual report of Comdr. French E. 
Chadwick, U. 8. N., Chief of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment, bas the advantage, of brevity, which is t 
soul of wit, but as it deals obiefiy with statistics the 
humor is not so apparent. Every editor. however, 
will remember its author with aff -ctionate grati- 
tude for condensing his wisdom. Weare told inthe 
report that “ there has been a steady advance in the 
extent and character of the electrical work on 
poard ship. It is safe to say that the electrical 
equipment of the ships of the Navy affords a stan- 
dard for marine work. It may here ba noted that 
in the short period that has elapsed since vessels of 
ths C class were fitted, dynamos of like power 
with those furnished these ships are now being sup- 
plied, having only three-fourths the weigkt snd oc- 
cupying pot more than one-half the floor space. 
The Bureau feels that the Service is to be congratu- 
lated upon the work done by the officers employed 
in this specialty.” 

The installation of electric plants has been com- 
pleted and the plants tested and accepted on board 
the Monterey, Bancroft, New York and Detroit. Tne 

lants of the Olympia, Machias, Castine, Columbia, 
Marblehead ana Montgomery, are ail practically fin- 
ished, though not yet finally accepted. Work has 

rogressed on the installations of the Hirbor De- 

ence Ram and Tor edo Boat No. 2. Contracts 
have been awarded for the plants of the Indiana, 
Massachusetis and Oregon. Ali the material for the 
plants ot tne Maine, T'exas, Cincinnati, Raleigh and 
Amphitrite bas been assembled at the New York 
and Norfolk Navy-yards, and the work of instalia- 
tion is well advanced. A large proportion of the 
material necessary for the Puritan, Terror and 
Monadnock has also been procured and the work of 
installation begun. Specifications have been pre- 
pared and issued for the electric plants of the Iuwa, 
Brook'yn and Minneapolis.” E 

The report includes toe businers operations of the 
Bureau and appended are the reports of the Super- 
inteodent of the Naval Observatory, of the Super- 
intendent of the Nautical Almanac, of the lnspec- 
tor of Electric Lighting, and of the Superintendert 
of Compasses. The report of the officer in charge 
of the observatory at the Mare Island Navy-yard is 
also forwarded as a matter of general interest. 

_The transfer of the Naval Observatory to a new 
site has brought the work of star-gazing to a stand- 
still. With tne assistance of Prof. 8. J. Brown, the 
catalogue of 17,000 stars observed by the late Capt. 
J. M. Gillies, C. 8. Navy, when stationed in Santiago 
de Chile, bas been completed and it is now ready for 
publication. 

Tne magnetic establishment of the new observa- 
tory is & great improvement upon the old. iu the 
old the range of temperature was more than 32 de- 
grees. In the new it will be verysmall. Tae air 
@oters throagb a 15-!nch pipe and passes through 
a box of broken glass, which is kept damp- 
ened with sulphuric acid, which absorbs all mois- 
ture; from thence the air passes to asmall furnace 
with a gas stove regulated by a thermostat to the 
summer temperature; from the furnace the air goes 
by pipes to the vault and air space. 


From Enagr.-in-Chief Melville’s exhaustive report 
on the operations of the Engineer Bureau for the 
past year, it would appear that the engineering 
b anch of the Navy has kept its end well up in con- 
nection with the good work of rehabilitating the 
Navy. Mr. Melville points with much satisfaction 
to the success attained with the type of boiler used 
in our new ships. He says: 


The type adopted by the bureau is one which long expe- 
rience bad shown to be efficient and capable of withs:and- 
ing bard usage, and it isa sourceof great satisfaction to 
know that in the triels: of our new sbips the boilers bave 
stood the strain admirably, and that in service they have 
proved bighly satisfactory. To such an extent hac the for- 
mer design been carried in England, with attendant leakage 
and unreitability of the boilers, that it was deemed neces~- 
sary to appoint a committee ot engineers te consider exist- 
ing ty pes and designs of propelling machinery and boilers, 
and to make suggestions for their im »rovement. The re- 
port of this committee, recently published, recomme.:ids a 
type of boiler almost identical with that which this bureau 
has been designing. The committee likewise recommends 
certain apparatus Conoected w.tn the feeding aad the cir- 
culition of water in the boilers which bas always been re- 
quired in Our machinery specifications. 1 deem this state- 
ment of the trials of our foreign brethren justified in view 
of the statements which wereso loucly expressed at one 
time that our machinery was tco heavy, that we were put- 
ting 30 per cent. more weight in Our bouers than were the 
Engtisb, and sim lir statements caiculated to discredit the 
work of this bureau. Inthe lightof the sad experience 
which that type of boiler has had it look: asif we bad put 
the wejght where it was most needed, for we have not been 
compelied to resort to any makeshitws, bowever ingearious 
they may be, to carry our ships through their trials. 

The triel with the Monterey bas demonstrated the ease 
and satisfaction ot workiog co | boilors “in battery” and io 
connection with boilers of ordinary type. Tne one point 
remaining to be settied before coil boilers are adopted for 
almost exclusive use is durability. Tuis will be dstermined 
by actual experience with those in Monterey. If they should 
prove satistectory coil boilers will pe useu torslmost the 
entire boiler system of our vessels, with great saving in 
weigbt, thus permitting a greater coal supply in cruisers, 
beavier armor, more coal or heavier guns in battle ships. 
Mr. Melyille urgently reviews his recommendations of last 
year for an increase in the personnel of tte engineer corps; 
that all assistant engineers be made ward room officers; 
that engineers be given positive instead of relative rank; 
that the condition of the enlisted menof the engineer di- 
visioa be improved by better pay, quarters, etc.; that an as- 
sistant chiet of bureau be appointed, 

The report dwells at length upon the old bone of 
contention, positive vs. relative rank for the en- 
gineers. In one part of his argument Mr. Melville 
saye: 

The engineers ask for no authority outside of their own 
department; they only ask such recognition within it as 
any person spo.li have who takes the risks and bears the 
brunt of battle and who directs the Operations of men dur- 
ing it; in other words, they ask Cougress to legalize the 
functions they now perform. Ej .gineers bave been and are 
being continually spoken of contemptuously as *‘ non-com- 
batants;” the engineers resist these assumptions of those 
who arrogantly cliim ali fighting duties,and no cunoing 
evasion or porversion of facts, no statement to the eff sot 
that the engineers are influenced by “sentiment ’’ and that 
they aspire to command saips, Can draw attention from the 
tact that the engineers of to day are ‘‘combatants” io the 
strictest sense of the word, and as such they should receive 
proper recognition. The naval battle of the future will be 
& thing of norror and of sudden wholesale carnage if nerve 
directs ; the ship will ight with ber engines as weil as with 
her guns, and the ram will bea more daogerous weapon 
and one more feared than the battery, and if ber boilers or 
her engines fail she wili becomea drifting mass absolutely 





at the mercy of the enemy. Let those who deory the en-

Col. Charles Heywood, Commandant of the Mi- 
rine Corps, in his annual repo-t makes an earnest 
appeal tor an increase in the number of marines to 
meet the requirements of the new vessels bein 
placed in commission. H>; says the necessities o 
the Service demand the following additional men: 
10 sergeants, 49 corporals, 12 drummers, 12 fi‘ers, and 
at least 426 privates, a total of 590 men. Col. Hey- 
wood also recommends that the Department issus 
an order assigning marines on ship board to duty at 
the secondary batteries; that the condition of the 
band be improved as recommended last year; that 
the act regarding deposits of seamen be applied to 
the Marine Corps; that a new fireproof building at 
& cost of $25,000 be erected at the Marine Barracks, 
Washington, for the accommodation of command 
ant, staff and records; that additional buildings for 
the accommodations of officers be erected ac Sitka, 
Alaska. It is earnestly recommended that the new 
Navy Regulations be amended so asto provide as 
heretofore for a salute for the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, when he visits navy-yards, stations, 
or ships in commission on public duty. 





Surg.-Gen. Tryon makes a number of important 
recom mendations in his annual report for increas- 
ion the effi:iency of the Medical Oorps of tho 

avy. 

Chief among these is a recommendation for pro- 
viding trained nurses four service aboard ship. To 
accomplish this he suggests enlisting twelve young 
men with the rating of baymen apprentices, their 
services to be utilizad at the hospitals as nurses while 
undergoing instruction, and they, when perfectly fa- 
miliar with all their resp »nsible duties to be drafted 
for service on board ship or duty at other hospitals. 
Other recommendations contemplate the assign- 
ment of medical officers as attaches to the Ameri- 
can Legationsia Europe; legislation placing medi- 
cal officers of the Navy on the same basis regard- 
ing rank and position as bas already b2en granted 
the Medical Corps of the Army,and giving the Sur- 
geon-General the title of Medical Director-General, 
to constitute &@ permanent grade, as in the Army, 
promotion to be by selection and the incumbent to 
hold cffixe until retirement by age. Tais officer 
should also be Chief of Bireau of Medicine aad 
Surgery. The title of Medical Director sbould re- 
main unchanged; that of medica! inspector b:; fiset 
surgeon; surgeons, staff surgeons; passed as:is- 
tant surgeons, an absurd title, should be surgeons; 
assistant surgeon, another uncomplimentary title 
fora professional man, surgeon jinior grade. An 
increase in the sick quarters at toe Naval Station, 
New York, is urgentiy recommended. Witha view 
to improving the sick quarters on board ships, it is 
recommended that a medical officer be detailed ua- 
der cognizance of the Bureaus of Medicine and Sur- 
gery and Uonstruction and R:pairs to inspect all 
modern vessels in commission and undergoing con- 
struction. The Museum of Hygiene, it is recom- 
mended, be transferred to the oid observatory bu ld- 
ings. Toe medicine statistics accompanying the re- 
portshow the health of the Navy to have been 
most favorable for the year 1892. 








MODERN STEAMSHIP, 


A CORRESPONDENT of the European Edition of the 
Herald say+,as to the popular delusion that the 
sailor is no longer in demand: 

** Seamanship, or the art of navigating and man- 
aging vessels at sea. can never die out. It may be 
and often bas been neglected; but as long as the 
‘stormy winds do blow,’ as long as ocean commerce 
flourishes and navies ‘over the foaming ocean roll,’ 
so long must the art be practiced and the trade of 
the seaman bein demand. The implements of the 
trade vary with the times. There was one kind of 
seamanship when Drake and Howard and H:iwkinos 
harried the dons of the Invincible Armada, and 

uite another kind when the gallant Kimberly in the 

renton battled with the elements at Samoa. 

“Tne wonderful discipline displayed by the crew 
of the Victoria in the face of an appalling disaster 
reflects the highest credit upon the seamen of the 
B-itish fiset. (lt was asignal proof that they have 
lost none of the high qualities for which they have 
long been distinguished, albeit they are not toe tars 
of whom Dibdin sang. Admiral Sir G. Paipps 
Hornby, in discussing the loss of that ship, relates 
an incident of his own experience while in com- 
man of the eame equadron when two great iron- 
clads nearly came to grief. Through a mistake in 
signals a collision between the Achilles and the fi sg- 
ship was inevitable, when the captains of the re- 
spective ships ‘took charge and showed the whol: 
equadron a little bit of sailloring that must have de- 
lighted every seaman in it.’ As 1t was, the two huge 
ironclads came together, but the damage was slight. 
A plate in the Achilles side was split by the blade of 
the flagship’s screw. *O.1 another occasion, while 
in the Dardanelles,’ says the Admiral, ‘ the flagship, 
during asnow storm, gotona ehoal. Without de- 
lay her next astern, the Sultan, ranged up along- 
side, let go her anchor,anod septa cableto the 
stranded snip to heave off by.’ When the Agincourt 
struck on Pearl Rock, in Gibraltar Bay, she was as- 
sisted cff by the Hercules. Such instances of mod- 
ern seamanship migtt be multiplied yf lt 
is generallv agreed that the sailing vessel is still the 
best school for the training of seamen. The com- 
panies controlling the great ocean lines of steamers 
require that young officers entering their employ 
shail have served a certain time in sailing ships. 
The {English and French navies maintain — 
vessels as an indispepsable part of the training o 
their apprentices; and the Exglish Practice Squad- 
ron (the Active, Volage, and Calypso) does its cruis- 
ing mostly under sai/, for the very purpose of cul- 
tivating and keeping up the ‘sailor element.’ It 
will be an evil day for England when that element 
is ignored.”

INDIAN SOLDIERS, 


Coxcursise Indian Soldiers Gen. Schofield says 
in bis annual report: “The enlistment of Indians in 
tbe Army afd their organizition into companies 
attached to the regular regiments appear thus far 
to have accomplished, in a very satisfactory manner, 
the principal obj ‘ots contemplated in that policy. 
The principal of these obj ots is understood to have 
been for the purposs of withdrawing from the war- 
like tribes and given satisfactory employment to a 
considerable number of young men who were 
generally dissatisfied and liab!e atany time to be« 
come hostile; for the purpose of educating the 
Indians in the rules and customs of civiliz 1d as con- 
trasted with those of savage warfare; and to 

in the efforts of the Gove ‘nment to transform the 
Indian character from that of savage enemy to that 
of friend and citiz»n of the United States. There 
bas been no serious indication of hostile disposition 
manifested by any of the Indian tribes sinee this 
policy was inaugurated. 

“A secondary obj»ct was the orgauizition of a 
comparatively small contingent of I1dian troops, 
partly with a view to any service wnoich might be 
required of them, but mainly for the purpose of de- 
termining , oe trial what the valueis or may 
be made of the warlike tribes of [ndians as a part 
of the military strength of the United States; this 
py the general theory that all parts of the people 
of a country should be prepared to do their share 
in time of need of the military service which the 
eountry may require. It.is yet too early to reach a 
final conclusion upon this question. Results vary 
from one extreme to the other. Ion some cases the 
Indian troops have proved highly satisfactory; in 
others, less so. In one case the discipline of a com- 
pany was se unsatisfactory that it was thought 
necessary to remove it from ite native country, 
where it might possibly do serious harm, to a dis- 
tant State and into the presence of a garrison of 
white troops, where its power for evil was entirely 
paralyzed. by this and similar means the trib; to 
which that company belonged, which hai been one 
of the most dangerous of all the savage tribes, has 
been reduced to a comparatively harmless condi- 
tion. In some other cases it has been found that 
tribes formerly warlike have by contact with 
civilization lost their military character, and that 
they may be counted as of no military co 1seq 19n08, 
either for or against the United States. la those 
cases the companies have been disbanded. Further 
trial will doubtless indicate satisfactorily what‘tribes 
and to what extent may wisely be calied bs A to 
furnish ony part of the military force of the Uaited 
States, with a view te future service, and to what 
extent [ndians may wisely be retained in service, 
with a view solely to discipline and control, for the 
purpose of preventing their employ nent in any 
hostile er against the people of the sur- 
rounding country. 

“Ia vor of the very limited strength of the Army 
authoriz>»d by law, only a small fraction of that 
strength oan be utilizod in the manner herein re- 
ferred to; but withio that limit itis far more eco- 
nomiocal, as well as more humane, to employ the 
Indian as a civilized soldier than to fight him as a 
savage warrior. Perhaps, in the end, the most 
valuable of all the results of this poly will be 10 
its co1viction of the Ladians, by means which appeal 
to them most forcibly, of the fact that they are not 
regarded as enemies, but as a part of the people of 
tne United States.” 


THE CLOTHES NarULEUY WORE. 


A B20K by A. Maz>-Senocler, which is devoted 
mainty to the household affairs of Napoleon I., de- 
scribes in detail the luxury with which Napoieon 
surrounded bis first extravagant wife, and his sao- 
ond modest one, and his manner of living. Napoleon 
was not extravazant as faras his own person was 
concerned. When he hai himeelf crowned an em- 
peror, 70,000 francs a year were set aside for his 
wardrobe, but he never spent more than 20,000 
francs for that purpose. Tue price of his uniforms 
varied between 200 and 240 francs, and he wore them 
as long as possible, not considering it beneath his 
dignity to wear mended clothes. In rainy and cold 
weather he wrapped himeelfin asimple gray mantle 
for which his tailor charged hin 19) francs, As is 
well known, Napoleon preferred generally small, 
homely bats, for which he paid 48 francs each. 

For the court perfumes, however, the emperor 
was a 200d customer. He used incredible quantities 
of eau de cologne, as he considered it not only re- 
freshing but wholesome, and washed his body in it 
every morning. Between June and September, 1806, 
he used no fewer than 162 bottles of eau de cologne, 

aying 423 francs for them. He was also exceed- 
Baty fond of the swell of the aloe. In 18/8 he gave 
720 france for ten ounces of aloe. Costly soap, 4 and 
5 france a cake, he also used. He was also a good 
customer of the glove-makers. [n 1808 he had forty- 
eight pairs made of deerskin and twenty-four pairs 
of goatekin. How long these lasted is not told, but 
there were many similar purchases. 

Napvieon, however, was extremely particular as 
to his linen. He was yery cleanly and oha 
under-vear and dress shirts daily. The floest linen 
was used for his dress shirts, as can be seen from the 
fact that in 1808, more than 5 000 francs were spent 
for the material for six dcz‘nsnirts. One hundred 
bandkerchiefs cost him 1.400 francs. For linen of 
various kinds the emperor spent 10,000 francs in 
1808 —almost half of the sum which he usually spent 
on his wardrobe. 

At no time, however, did the court purveyors en- 
joy greater harvest than when he was crowned and 
anointed emperor. Never before were so many 
wagnificent presents sent from Tuileries, aod never 
before did the royal palace on the banks of the 
Seine see such display. The coronation clothing of 
the emperor and empress cost together 650000 
francs, and that of the courtiers 150,000 francs. For 
ornaments of various kinds 700,000 (rancs were ex- 
pended, and for memorial medals, 20,000, All told 
the cost of the c >ronation was about 5,000,000 francs. 
No monarch of the ancient regime expended so 
much on a similar occasion, Napoleon |. however, 
was never embarrassed financiaily. He kept his 
private treasury, as well as the State treasury, in 
the best order. Far from allowing his purveyors to 
take advantage of him, be examined every bill, 
even for the most insignificant thing which was 
purchased for his court. Aimost invariably the 
merchants were obliged to 1» wer their price.

FOOT BALL FOR THE ACADEMIES. 


WaLTEeR Camp’s ‘‘ Bock of Collige Sports,” just 
publis ked by the Centv)y Ccmpeny, of New York, 
is devoted to the four brarches of sport in which 
coaching has been most generally demanded, viz: 
track: at bletice, rcwirg, foot ball, and base ball, 
It cyers with én intrcduction in which the 
prirciples of manly honor recognized in 
the military service are urged rpon the at- 
tention of coll«gisns, ‘‘Be each, pray God, a 
gentleman.” A gentkman plays only towin and 
never ccmpetes for money. If you area player 
don’t break faith with your csptain, yourself and 
your fellows by surreptitious indulgences. Do not, 
if you are a spectator upon the ball field, cheer the 
error of your opponents, but do cheer them when 
t hey make a rema.kable play. Cheer your heads 
off when ycu win, but don’t insult those who have 
lost with gibes and jeers at the fallen. Have your 
jo'ly fun if you will, but show that behind it ‘‘there 
is the instinct and cultivation of a gentleman, 
and that the ebullition of enthusiasm, although it 
may be a bore to those who fail to kindle it, has 
nothing of the vicious element, and is thoroughly 
innocent of intentional offence to any one. It 
you find you are losing your head, go hcme; you 
will not besorry for it.” If you arecaptain, see to 
it ‘that every one of your men is straight and 
square.” What a gentleman wants is fair-play and 
the best man to win. If you find that you are on 
the wec ker side do not try to shield yourself behind 
technicalities. ‘* Don’t take the coward’s part and 
try to legislate means of avoiding the issue.” 

These are sound maxims for school or college, 
and we are glad to find them thus prominently pre- 
sented for the instruction of the Jarge and increas 
ivg class of young men who are interested in field 
games and athletic training. Mr. Camp gives a 
description of the methocs of training pursued by 
leading varsity teams, crews or nines, accompany- 
ing this description with lively accounts of famous 
playing. Diagrams and spirited illustrations of 
such games are scattered freely through the 
text. In the appendix we have the foot ball rules 
of the American Intercollegiate Association. 

Foot ball is the game that chiefly interests the 
young men of our Military and Naval Academies, 
It is the game of all others, as this expert tells us, 
which requires, ‘‘that peculiar type of courage 
called pluck.’”’ Hence it is of all games the one best 
entitled to encouragement in institutions intended 
for the training of officers of our Army and Navy, 
One requirement that Mr. Camp lays stress 
upon is brains. ‘‘ That team is the best which has 
the most brains. Foot ball is even now an unde 
veloped sport. There is room for almost infinite 
number of as yet unthought of plays. Every sea 
son brings forward many new ones.” Endurance 
is another element of saccess. Plenty of dasb 
when it is necessary, but behind it there must be 
the steady, even staying qualities. For these good 
training is chiefly responsible. 

We thoroughly agree with Mr. Oamp in his eati- 
mate of foot ball, and we have the best of reasons 
for the faith that is in us. When the discussion 





| arose last year as to the proprie'y of encouraging 
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foot ball matches between the cadets of our na- 


tional military training schools we sent a letter to 
each of the officers of the Army and Navy on duty as 
military instructors in our principal institutions of 
learning. To their courtesy weare indebted for an 
interesting series of reports from nearly seventy 
institutions in thirty-seven different States. At 
the request of the editor of the Century Magazine 
the results of this inquiry have been presented in 
a communication from the Elitor of the ARMY AND 
Navy Journa', which will appear among the ‘‘Open 
Letters” in the December number of the Century. 

With here and there an exception, the military 
professors are decidedly in favor of encouraging the 
pract‘ce of foot ball at the Military and Naval Aca- 
demies. They report that it not only encourages 
the development of the personal qualities essential 
to a military character, teaching young men among 
other things ‘‘to endure hardness as a good sol- 
dier,” but it improves class standing. Doubtless 
this last result would be less marked at institu 
tions where strict discipline is observed, and where 
all are subjected to an exacting physical training, 
but it is noticeable where greater license in indivi- 
dual training is allowed. ‘* By all means er courage 
foot ball and all such rough games,” an officer writ: 8 
tous. ‘It is a wonderful means of promoting 
eourage. It shows young men that to be knocked 
down and jumped on a few times will not kill them, 
and in after life such lessons are of inestimable 
value.” 

“Allow me to cast my vote for footbal) 
at West Point,” writes another officer. ‘It is a 
game that requires personal, physica! courage. From 
my knowledze of the spirit prevailing in the Oorps 
of Cadets, I am not surprised to learn that foot ball 
captured the cadet heart as soon as introduced.” 
** It is of all games,” another officer says, ‘‘ the one 
best calculated to develop manliness, courage, abil- 
ity to control one’s temper, and generaiship.” 
Again an officer writes: ‘If West Point is going to 
play football 1’d like to see the Academy the equal 
of any institution in the land, but the course of 
study must be modified to admit of this. The 
material is there. Will it pay to util'ze it? Do the 
eadets need more physical training? Will football 
make better Generals of them? Football is surely 
a soldierly game, for there are tactics and strategy 
in it.” Another says: ‘Iam truly glad to see 
that you are interesting yourself in this matter, 
and I fervently hope that it may be the means of 
keeping up the anaual foot ball game between An- 
nap2lis and West Point. In my opinion the sooner 
some of the narrow-minded, hide-bound ideas that 
shut West Point from any contact with the outside 
world, are eradicated, the better it will be for that 
institution, as well as for the future of the Army.” 

The letters quoted are in accord, in their approval 
of foot ball, with a majority of those we have re- 
eeived. The specific questions we asked were as to 
whether serious physical injuries had resulted from 
foot ball play, and whether it injuriously affected 
class standing. The general conclusions are that 
the injuries are, as a rule, not serious, and that 
elass standing does not suffer in the long run. One 
eorrespondent, however, who does not favor the 
game, and whose opinion is given that this record 
may be made complete, says: ‘ I have made cer- 
tain inquiries concerning the substance of your two 
questions with the following resuli: The replies de- 
pend altogether on who makes them. The profes- 
sors say that: ist. Great many injuries have been 
received at foot ball, some serious. 2d. Students 
undoubtedly lose standing by devotion to the game. 
Retired players say: ist. Quite a number of in- 
juries have been received, but nothing worse than 
broken legs. 2d. Well, yes, I rather think that 
it does reduce their standing somewhat. Active 
participants say: ist. Nothing very dreadful has 
occurred so far—a broken nose or two. 24. It is 
very doubtful if a man’s standing is hurt. If he 
didn’t play foot ball he would be doing something 
else. General students say: ist. Plenty of hurts, 
but they don’t mind them. 2d. Don’t know, don’t 
care. If you care for my private opinion, it is, 
that the game is brutal, limited in its athletic in- 
fluence for good, morally demoralizing, an un- 
doubted loss in class standing to participants, but a 
power in developing an espirit de corps for the 
school,” 


ARMY AND NAVY JOURNZ 


THE ENLISTED MEN OF THE NAVY. 


THE enlisted men of the Navy, under the leader- 
ship of M~. Lodewich Hoornbeek, are showing a 
cepacity for organization and co operation, which 
is a surprise to all who are familiar with what they 
have accomplished thus far. They have a cosy 
club house on the corner of Charles and West 
Fourth Streets, New York, with the complete para- 
phernalia of a board of governors and a steward, 
William Lynott, and other reqairements of comfort. 
The President of this, the ** United States Navy 
Club,” is Charles Brazleton Graves, of the U. S. S. 
San Francisco, and the other members of the board 
are: Charles H. Broome, U. S. S. Baltimore ; 
Charles T. Chase, U. 8. S. Yorktowo; Patrick Her- 
leby, U. 8. 8. Vermont; John Wynne, U. 8S. 8S. 
Franklin; William T. Luce, U. 8. 8S. Newark; George 
Washington Bice, U. S. 8S. Mohican; Maurice H. 
Gorin, U. 8. 8. Ranger; Uharles Brown, U. S. S. 
Adams; Albert T. Perkins, U. S. S. Monterey, Wil- 
liam Lynott, U. S. S. Vesuvius; M. O'Connor, 
U. 8. S. Cashing; John Mahoney, U. 8. S. New 
York; Ralph Harlington, U. S. S. Miantonomob; 
Paul Herrman, U. S. 8. Philadelphis; Patrick 
Deery, U. S. S. Kearsarge. 

The declared ot jects of the club are *‘ the fur- 
therance of the interests of the enlisted men in the 
United States Navy; the conservation of the high 
standard of patriotism and devotion to duty which 
has characterized them in the past; the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a club house in the city 
of New Yo:k which shall be a legal residence and 
home for enlisted men serving on board ships of the 
United States Navy; the encouragement of social 
intercourse and the providing of means for the 
United action of the men of the Navy in all matters 
concerning them or their interests; the securing of 
a reasonable retirement law for the men who have 
gtown old in the Service, and the encouragement 
of efforts tending toward the Americanization of 
the United States Navy.” 

There is certainly nothing to object to here but, 
like all written constitutions, this is to be judged 
by the spirit in which it is interpreted. One good 
feature of the club is the limitation of membership 
to citizens of the United States. 

It is one thing, however, to start a club and quite 
another to maintain it in prosperi‘y. A new club 
is subj-ct to as many vicissitudes asa new baby, 
and time alone will test its vitality. The officers of 
the Navy Club are so sanguine that they are al- 
ready talking of a prospective membership of two 
thousand in New York City, and the North Atlan- 
tic Squadron, and of concentrating their forces to 
dictate the selection of a member of Congress. The 
organization of the Olub is due to the effort of a 
new paper called ‘** Our Navy,” which presents it. 
self as the :epresentative of the men and appren- 
tices of the Navy, and demands that the enlisted 
men of the Navy shall hereafter have a hear- 
ing. ‘‘Our Navy” urges them to secure a represen- 
tation before the Meyer Commission. ‘‘ Now, 
what will you do,” it asks. 


Will you slide along in the eame old groove, and neglect 
this golden opportunity or by one burst of energy and uni- 
ted ac'lon take steps to place yourself on a par with every 
Awerican citizen, At present you chafe under rules and 
regulations that are little worse than those that govern 
convicts. You ask why is it? and the anewer comes back to 
you that it is your own fault. If you will not belp yourself 
you can not expect others to help you. 

Why is one ship happier, better and more home like than 
another. The difference in the construction of the ships 
has no it fluence on the matter, itall lies with your com- 
manding officers, or rather with a code of regulations that 

rmits every captain to introduce bis owa fads, bis own 

obbye, his own ideas in the government of the ship. 

If the Naval Academy could prune and cut down all ite 
graduates to the same level, if it could eliminate defects in 
the mora! vision of the men who are there made officers, if 
it could give to all exactly the same amount of gray mat- 
ter there would be no necessity for actionat this time. 
Then there would be no necessity for regulating the “* dis- 
cretions” of ccmmanding officers, for they would ail be 
the same. But they all diifer.

ot commanding officers, who 4 ffer among themselves even 
more than did the inbabitants of Guul, and they are en- 
titled to that, 

Tbe men of the Navy ask nuthing that will interfere with 
the discipline or efficiency of our war vessels, their oficers 
or their crews; they know that a ship without discipline is . 
a0 unpleasant place to live, but they want it understood . 
the Meyer's commission that the Navy has changed in i 
personne’, and that the men who man the Navy to-day are 
not the beach-combers-ship Jumpers and flotsam an . 
sam 0* civilization that comp ised the bulk of our e: 
men in the Navy from 1865 to 1875. 

The men of the Navy have been neglected. They have 
wuited passively for some resogaition, but the curse of 
legislation has been entirely for the officers and burdensome 
ageravations have been borne by the men in patience or 
they bave escaped them by desertion or the adoption of 
other pursuits, on expiration of their term of service. Let- 
ters to newspapers about the Navy have been misieading,. 
and in some cases we think purpos*ly so. 

The importance of trained men being keptiu the Navy 
bas been overiooked or obscured by the prominenes of less 
important matters. The enlisted men through the 0. & 
Navai Ciub only intend to help along whea opoortunity 
(ffers sume man who knows of th=ur necessities and 
will recogoizs the assistance of the club by workiog in their 
interests. They have no politica! affiliations, but their sup-— 
port may some day ivad to a political surprise, 


Among other things for which ‘‘Oar Navy” is 
agitating is the withdrawal of the Marines from our 
ships on the ground that ‘‘the blue jacket and petty 
officers will never be trusted, respected nor reward— 
ed until Marines are withdrawn from ships,” It is 
evident that the blue jackets will have to be reck- 
oned with, and perhaps it is just as well that they 
should have an opportunity to make their wishes 
known through the mediams they have chosen. 
Unjust criticisms will hurt no one in the end, 
and just complaints should receive the atten- 
tion they deserve, even though they may not be 
presented in strict accord with Navy pracedents. 
What our Navy has most of all to fear is stagna- 
tion, inertia; too blind adherence to routine at the 
sacrifice of efficiency. Able officers and a contented 
crew form an invincible combination; it is not safe 
to ignore either element. We shall be glad to see 
our Navy Americanized and to have any neede@ 
legislation to improve the condition of the enlisted 
men. Agitation may lead to this result, and we 
shall have to trust to the wisdom of the authorities 
to see that agitation doses not go beyoad proper 
limits. , 

Io his report from the House Oommittee oa naval 
affairs on the personnel of the Navy, Mr. Meyer,, 
says: ‘* Mach can be and should be done to im- 
prove the statas of ths enlisted maa of the Navy... 
Under the present method and system the service 
offers but few if any rewards forthem. They are 
its bone and sinew, and yet the opportunities for 
advancement are more difficult than exist uader 
many of the monarchical governments of the Old 
World. However high may be his qualifications, 
however great his zeal and worth, even though he 
may possess and have acquired all of the attributes 
essential for an officer’s duties, a commission is de- 
nied him. A petty officer’s badge, or at the most 
the warrant of a gunner, is the extreme limit of 
his preferment. The American youth of spirit, 
proud of his country and its free institutions, fad» 
no allurement in a service which thus bars to hia: 
its glittering and highest prises. Promotions from. 





the ranks are quite frequent in the Army, aud. 


cumstances, is more effective than wholesale attacks... 
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“these opportunities have undoubtedly attracted a 
Wetter element into its ranks. Why should we not, 
in democratic America, apply a similar system to the 
Navy? Now, oar vessels are manned mainly by 
foreign seamen. Our American boys of stamina 
cand spi it will not enlist unless they see some hope, 
‘some encouragement that an officer’s commission is 
mot beyond the reach of a meritorious seaman. 
Some system of retirement, after long and contin- 
mous service would make it more attractive, and 
‘by some such action a remedy may be found for 
the present necessary employment of forei;ners 
and aliens to man our warships. The Navy of our 
country should be manned by its Icyal and patri- 
«tic youth, representing its best progressive man- 
hood, a bulwark of strength and moral force, such 
-as contribated to its glory and success in its earlier 
history, and which gave toits ranks a John Paul 
Jones and a Bainbridge, a Hull and a Preble.” 





STAGNATION IN THE NAVY. 


Tue House Committee on Naval Affairs, in their 
report upon the personnel of the Navy call at- 
tention to the necessity for reorganization, which 
is increa: in; with each year. They consider, in the 
first place, the differences of opinion which arise as 
to the Engineer Oorps, one side contending that 
there should be an increase in the force of skilled 
and trained engineers and the other that these are 
needed mainly for the purposes of construction and 
scientific work on shore, and that a separate corps 
of sea going engineers, drswn from the most com 
petent members of the machinist grade, would 
gprove sufficiently efficient, under the general su 

.pervision of the line off cers. 

Without directly expressing an opinion, the Com- 
mittee apparently incline to the view that the com- 
plexity of our modern steam engines makes ita 
false economy to provide an insufficient number 
of officers to control them, ana hazardous to rely 
upon aay b it men of the} highest and most thor- 
ough training. 

In reference to the line officers the argument in 
favor of measures fora change is strong, and must 
convince any impartial body that a radical modifi- 
vation of existing laws must be made to prevent 
the personnel of the Navy from bscoming totally in - 
efficient from eonges‘ion ani paralysis; and a cor- 
rect apprehension of the serious character of the 
existing evils, of their inevitable effect, must be fol- 
lowed by the admission that some immediate rem- 
edy is reeded. 

The causes of this stagnation are stated at 
length : 1st. The annual retirements from the head 
of the list must be, for reasons stated, below the 
normal for some years ; 2d. The reduction made in 

_ 1882 in the number of flag officers ; 3d. The reduc 
tion in the number of officers below the grade of 
lieutenant from 258 in 1854 to 78 in 1857, and the 
following increase of naval cadets from 1860 to 1867, 
inclusive, amounting to a total of 643. The result- 
ing congestion was furtber increased by the intro- 
duction of officers from the Volunteer Navy. ‘Ia 
a healthily constituted service the rate of dimuni- 

tion in numbers from year to year should approxi 
mate to the rates calculated by actuary’s rules. We 
still bave in the Navy eighteen officers who entered 
prior to 1860 who will not retire for age before the 
end of 1808 Acecrding to actuary’s rules death 
shculd reduce this number in ten years to twelve, 
six of whom will be rear admirals and six commo- 
wdores. Of the two bundred and ninety-five who 
«entercd from 1860 to 1867, there should be by the 
same calculation one hundred and eighty remain- 
ing, of whcm the senior should be the seventh com 
modore ard the junior the forty-fifth lieutenant- 
commander, who will then have been in the Service 
thirty five years and will retire a rear admiral. 
Practically two classes, 1861 and 1862, fill the en- 
tire grade of lieutenant commanders through which 
it has taken the senior ten and a half years to pass. 
The difference bet ween the commissions of the twen- 
tieth and eighty fourth commanders is twelve and 
one half years. The head of the date of 1861, is a 
commander of seven years’ standing; the foot of 
the same date is number ten, on the list of lieuten- 
ant ccmmanders. If the latter be promoted in one 
year there will be eight years difference in the dates 
of commissions of two officers having the same 
length of service. 
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The obvious bearing of these statistics is found in 
what the Committee say as to the functions of the 
commanding officer on a modern man-of-war. 
“Granting average original aptitude, aud upon such 
aD ave-aze only can general dispositions be based, 
the subsequent ability to command will depend a'- 
most wholly upon the opportunity for command- 
ing. Tais implies, of course, a sufficient length of 
time in command rank, and recoguiz»simplicity the 
aptitude of youth to acquire babit, and the grow 
ing indisposition of advamcing years to rise to 
tasks and responsibilities unknown to its earlier 
age. This implicit recognition should receive 
explicit avowal by prescribing a maximum age at 
which command rank should be reached, as well as 
by providing a proportion of vessels adequate to 
impose constant practice of sea service and drill 
upon officers in command rank.” 

The subject of selection is considered, but selec 
tion is not favored. Independently of the difficulty 
of recognizing, in time of peace, the best men for 
war, it is not possible to supply in government- 
al selection (unless in war) that pressure of immedi. 
ate personal interest in the efficiency of the person 
selected, which, in other pursuits, corrects the ten- 
dency of favoritism. This is especially true in our 
country, where the infrequency of war places mili- 
tary interests at a discount, and, even in military 
affairs, tends to allow political influence to prepon 
derate over military. 

Under some form of qualifications a selection by 
age or by length of service based upon average ages 
seems to be the means best suited to obtain the 
great desideratum, the one thing absolutely essen- 
tial to an efficient service, viz., command at a speci 
fied minimum age, assuring a career as captains 
and admirals of an average sufficient length of time 
to give a well-formed habit of command and prac- 
tice in handling ships among the officers of those 
grades. 

In theory the captain is always on duty and as 
h:2is responsible for his subordinates he shrinks from 
imposing responsibility upon his subordinates and 
they shrink from taking it. Thus are developed 
habits of mind which it is difficult to throw off 
when promotion comes late in life. 

By the conditions thus shown the U. S. Navy 
has reached a state of things which during the nex: 
twenty years must exist in a most aggravated form 
Nor is this all, for the officers who thus reach com 
mand and flag-rank at a very advanced age will also 
have so short a period to remain in them they will 
neither have time to change their habit, nor the 
inducement to do so, arising from a reasonable 
length of active career before them 

1. is, therefore, now high time to seek and apply 
aremedy. If much longer delayed the efficiency of 
our Navy will assuredly be jeopardized. 








GENERAL TEOMAS AND BIS BIOGRAPHERS. 


Rosirt CLARKE and Company, Cincinnati, pub 
lish ‘* General George H. Thomas : a Critical Bio 
graphy, by Donn Piatt, with concluding chapters, 
by Henry V. Boynton.” The appearance upon the 
title page of the names of the auchors renders su 
perfiious the statement which appears in ths sane 
place that the biography is a critical one. 1; would 
boa hard to find two m:n more unfitted by tempera 
ment, and by the long practice of ‘incisive writ 
ing,” for just and judicial statem:nt than Donn 
Piatt and General Boynton. Ganeral Thomas was 
a man who filled far too large a place in our mili- 
tary history, and he was a man of too noble a type, 
to make it necessary to tear down ths reputation 
of other soldiers in order to obtain material for 
building a monument to him. 

The author of the preface goes out of hisw.y 
to sneer at the story of General Sheridan’s part in 
the battle of Cedar Oreek as the work of ‘‘ a crazy 
poet anlapatriotic actor.” But the description 
the poet gives in rhyme is precisely that recorded 
in sober prose by those who were witnesses to the 
scene. Colonel A. F. Walker, among others, in his 
‘* Vermont Brigade in the Shenandoah Valley,” 
describing General Sberidan’s arrival at Cedar 
Creek, says: ‘‘As the sturdy, fiery Sheridan, on 
bis sturdy, fiery steed, flaked with foam from his 
two hours mad galloping, wheeled from the piks 
and dashed down the line, our division brek» forth 








into the most tumultuous applause. Ardent General 
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Custer first stopped the wonderful Inospirer, and 
kissed him before his men. His next halt was be- 
fore our brigade. Suh a scene as his presence pro- 
duced and such emotions as it awoke cannot be 
realized once in a century. All cutward manifes- 
tations were as enthusiastic as men are capable of 
exhibiting; cheers seemed to come from throats of 
brass, and caps were thrown to the tops of scatter- 
ing oaks; but beneath and yet superior to these 
noisy demonstration’, there was in every heart a 
revulsion of feeling, and a pressure of emotion, 
beyond description. No more doubt or chance for 
doubt existed; we were safe, perfectly and uncon- 
ditionally safe, and every man knew it.” 

Every soldier kaows what this means with troops 
dispirited by defeat. General Wright wasa com- 
petent commander, and Sheridan’s first work was 
to confirm his dispositions for battle, but this fact 
does not justify this spiteful attempt to belittle 
what Sheridan himself did.. We dwell upon this 
attack for the reason that it is the first one appear- 
ing im the work, and it is a key to the whole yol- 
ume. Is purpose is not alone to glorify Thomas, 
bat to belittle Grant, Sherman, and Sheridan, and 
to exalt the wisdom of the clique of critics who 
deal with established reputations after the manner of 
the chemist who ceased to admire his lady love 
when he recalled the fact that analysis would re- 
solve her-into a few pails of water, and some 
earthy salts. Every man’s reputation is in part 
the result of fortuitous circumstances, and is easy 
with your ‘‘ifs” and your ‘‘ands” and yoar ‘‘buts” 
to show how unworthy he is of it, and how much 
better the title of some other hero to it. But 
General Thomas, as we have said, does nt need 
such aids as these, and it is unfortunate that his 
biographers could not mak> use of their undoubted 
editorial and literary skill ia a way to gain them- 
selyes further reputation for judicial fairness of 
judgment. 

That there were mistakes and misjudgments during 
the heated period of our civil war is too true, and 
Thomas was unquestionably the victim of them 
but there 13 no occasion to seek for malign 
motives in those who misjuized him. Where men 
are misunderstood it is in part the result of their own 
peculiarities of disposition, and this was the case 
with the taciturn Taomas. Perhaps even he would 
have known more, in the estimation of his biogra- 
p iers,if he had not had the misfortune to be a pupil 
of what they call ‘‘the unhappy little school upon 
the Hudson.” 

Toere is very much of interest in this volume, and 
it is unfortunate that the authors should have so 
often wandered from their subject to exploit the'r 
prejudices and to air their crude opinions upon a 
variety of subject, and often in a style of flippancy 
unworthy of such a work. However, their main 
pu pose was, doub less, to make a lively volume, and 
in this they have succeeded. To charge that Gen- 
eral Taomas was assassinate because Bideau did 
or did not fully comply with instructions from Gen- 
eral Grant to furnish B>ynton with certain papers 
goes altogether beyond the license of even newspaper 
criticism. In the final conclusion, which might bet- 
ter have been reached by other methods, we can in 
the main concur : 

“Others were great, even with the shadows of 
their grave mistakes upon them; but his military 
stature surpassed theirs, and, as the result of his 
uniform deliberation in preparations, which more 
reckless and perhaps jealous ones called slowness, 
his record is not burdened with that fearful load 
which the wasted lives of men imposes. When th® 
Official record is unfolded and studied till its truths 
clearly appear to the people, there will be many 
sharp revisions of present popular judgments and 
misconceptions and, thereafter, the name of Thomas 
will head the list of our greatest captains.” 














Tue career of Marshal MacMahor adds another 
chapter to the brilliant volume of the history of 
achievement of the Irish race outside of Ireland, 
He is the descendant of an Irish Jacobite of the 
time of the revolution, whose family has become 
French in all but name. Descendants of Irish ex- 
iles have gained the highest military and civil hon- 
ors in all countries of Europe and America, except 
Ireland ; in France, Spain, and Germany, even in 
England; in the United States, in the South Ameri- 
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can republics, and in the British Oolonies. The 
Celtic blood is an excellent cross for the later Ar- 
yan strains, whether Latin or Teutonic. Incapable 
of organic self-government and civil progress be- 
yond a certain point when unmixed, the Celtic 
blood brings to union with other strains qualities 
that raise individual and race development to the 
highest point. France isan example of this. The 
union of Celtic blood with Teutonic, on the East 
and Latin on the South, has produced the most 
highly civilized people of modern Europe out of a 
race Which, unmixed, lags centuries behind the 
world’s progress in the Welsh, the native Irish, the 
Highland Scotch and the Basques of Spain. But 
for religious differences, amalgamation with the 
Saxon might have bred as fine a hybrid race in 
Ireland, 





GENERAL OARLIN has recommended the discon 
tinuance of Fort Spokane and the construction of 
a military post near Spokane. Fort Townsend, he 
states, is useless to protect the cities and harbor of 
Puget Sound and thinks the garrison should be re 
moved to some important point. Fort Canby, at 
the mouth of the Columbia River, would be of 
great importance in time of war witha naval power, 
but it is inaccessible in winter and only a small 
garrison is required there in time of peace. Fort 
Stevens, on the opposite or southern side of the 
river, is also a point of great importance, and 
General Oarlin urges that it be strongly fortified. 
Itis now without a garrison, only an Ordnance 
Sergeant being stationed there. From this point 
the jetty at the mouth of the Columbia River be- 
gan the construction of which is still in progress.

THE citizens of Castine, Maine, have presented to 
the U. S. gunboatCastine, a silver punch bowl, ap- 
propriately engraved, and costing five hundred 
dollars. Castine is one of the oldest and most 
beautiful towns on the New England coast. It 
was one of the earliest settlements in New Eng- 
land, originally a French settlement, and the home 
of the Baron St. Castin, from whom it took the 
name which is now in turn transmitted to the gun- 
boat which bearsit. With a military history iden- 
tified with three wars,it has been appropriately 
called “an old town witha history.” Castine has 
been the birthplace of several officers of both the 
Army and the Navy, as well as that of ten wives of 
ther officers, all of whom bear the old place in af- 
fectionate remembrance. 








THERE can be no question but that the Army is 
heartily in favor of Major-General Schofield’s re- 
commendation that the term of enlistment be re- 
duced from five to three years. Judging from cor- 
Trespondence we receive from time to time, the pre- 
sent laws and regulations governing enlistments 
and discharges are not so beneficial to the Service 
as they might be. The good men go at the first op- 
portunity and-the bad remain perforce behind. 
Company commanders never know what to expect. 
indeed one company commander, of fifteen years in 
that capacity, writes usin despairing terms of the 
evils which haye resulted from the coddling systems 
how in yogue. When we get down, says he, to a 
square bona fide enlistment of a specified term and 
have abolished root and branch the privileges ex- 
tended by General Orders 80 and 81 and the orders 
of that ilk, then indeed we may hope for better 
things. “I, for one, sigh for the good old times when 
one had less law and more real soldiering and view 
with a sinking heart the paralysing blows dealt to a 
valuable arm of the ‘Governme.t by vicious and 
ignorant legislation,” 








Masorn-GENERAL O. O. Howarp, U.S. A., in his 
recent anaual report, to which we referred last 
week, has some plain words to say about the cur- 
rent management of the institution now known as 
the Post Exchange. They have, says the General, 
been prosperous, and “ the proceeds have been used 
&s far as practicable for the soldiers’ benefit; but 
several officers still allege many objections to the 
influence of the beer feature, The tendency of 


having the beer, (which intoxicates), controlled in 


dealt out to the command, whether by enlisted men 
or hired civilians, is to encourage drinking, to cover 
the faults of those who take too much, sometimes 
taking good care of them till ‘the bad effects are 
slept off,’ and to give, in any case,a United States 
sanction to the business. Offences, I believe, are 
uniformly increased by this system of beer selling. 
Drunkards are doubtless sometimes moderated and 
restrained when they can be induced to confine 
themselves to beer; but the new men who for the 
desire of social advantage learn to drink in ‘the 
post exchange,’ or strengthen a habit already be- 
gun, far overbalance in numbers those who are 
saved from the stronger beverages by strong beer* 
There is no need to discontinue the post exchanges. 
They can have all the advantage of lunches, and the 
stores needed by the men, mineral waters, tea and 
coffee, and whatever ceffee-houses prop:r usually 
furnish to give a pleasant social resort without the 
injurious effects of intoxicants. The constant argu- 
ment that of two evils wise men will choose the 
least, will not hold when itis thoroughly practicable 
to choose neither. It ought to be universally known 
that the Army as a whole not only seeks to be free 
from the vice of intemperance, but desires that the 
whole tendency of its provisions be to make men 
better and more self-respecting ; and that it shall 
be what every true patriot desires—a good profes- 
sion for the sons of our best people to seek for their 
life work.” There is much cause for reflection 
here. 





MAJOR-GENERAL O. O. Howarp, U.S. A., in his 
annual report, expresses the opinion that “the en- 
listment of Indian soldiers has not quite come up to 
our expectations,” and that “it is a hardship to 
place our white soldiers, when on guard, under 
ignorant Indian corporals and sergeants. It is im- 
possible for the individual Indian in years to gain 
the knowledge every white soldier attains in a very 
short time. This being the case,in ap pears to my 
judgment that it is wise to employ the Indians out- 
side of the regular regimental organizations, as 
heretofore as Army scouts.” General Howard 
further says, with reference to Co. I, 9th Infantry, 
(Indian) at Mt. Vernon Barracks, “ that the conduct 
of the men since its arrival has been good, but that 
the feeling of every officer concerned is that it is 
uphill work to keep the Indian soldiers in heart and 
health, and attain to any reasonable reliance upon 
them for efficient service in case of active work 
against any foe.”

MAJOR-GENERAL Mies has forwarded to Wash-

in the opening of the Cherokee Strip. Their reports 
area complete refutation of the allegations made 
by many of the disappointed homesteaders con- 
cerning the brutality of the troops in killing home. 
eteaders and burning vegetation. They are accom- 
panied by a number of instantaneous photographs, 
giving a graphic presentation of the mad rush of 
the thousands of would ‘be settlers to secure the 
choice sites, and showing how utterly impossible it 
was fora small body of 400 troops to‘!preserve or- 
der when the grand rush was made. As an illustra- 
tion of how the lucky ones managed to get the de- 
sirable sites ahead of others,;cases are cited of men 
riding,a distances of 17 miles in 65 minutes. This 
was accomplished by the careful training of fast 
horses weeks before the day of the opening. Con- 
cerning the charges that representatives of the 
Government accepted large bribes from persons 
for the privilege of making entries, the reports 
show that there was no direct evidence to support 
these allegations, notwithstanding that testimony 
was taken from all the persons who were said to 
have knowledge; of,thejsubject.~ As to the killing 
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of homesteaders by the) troops, the reports show 
that there was but one man killed. This killing 
is held to have been perfectly justifiable, as it was 
clearly shown by testimony‘that the person killed 
had defied the troops by breaking line before the 
time wasup. He was warned to stop by two shots 
fired in the air by a sergeant. Still he kept on 
waiving defiance to the troops until a third shot 
from the sergeant knocked him from his horse, and 
he was picked up dead. With this data to work 
upon the War Department will have no difficulty 
in answering the resolution of Congress to the en- 
tire satisfaction of that body and to the troops con- 
cerned. 





Incidental to the Brazilian revolution we have 
this week a Navy sensation with an international 
phase to it. On Tuesday last the Brazilian Govern- 
ment, through its minister in Washington, formally 
protested to the State Department against the 
action of Acting Rear Admiral O. F. Stanton, 
commanding the South Atlantic station, in firinga 
salute in honor of Admiral Mello, the commanding 
officer of the Insurgent fleet in Rio harbor. Firmly 
believing that there must be some mistake, Acting 
Rear Admiral Stanton was asked for an explana- 
tion. To the surprise and chagrin of the authorities 
his reply confirmed the charges made by the 
Brazilian authorities, the particulars, as reported 
by Admiral Stanton, being as follows :—On the 20th 
inst., when the Newark arrived in Rio harbor, the 
usual salute of 21 guns was fired and responded to 
by the loyal forts. Admiral Stanten then fired 15 
guns in honor of Admiral Mello. And this salute 
was returned by that officer. This action, acoord- 
Ing to the authorities in Washington, was equivalent 
to arecognition of the insurgents—an unauthorized 
and unwarranted act. For this violation of inter- 
national law and custom Admiral Stanton was 
promptly detached from his command and ordered 
home to report to the Secretary of the Navy. A 
communication expressing regret for the unfor- 
tunate occurrence, has also been sent to the Bra- 
zilian Government. Further action in Admiral 
Stanton’s case will depend upon the explanation he 
has to offer upon bis return to the United States. A 
new commander will shortly be ordered to the 
South Atlantic station. It will be either Oom- 
modore Meade or Kirkland. It is only just to show 
Admiral Stanton that he should have an oppor- 
tunity to be heard before passing final judgment 
upon his action in the case. The circumstances un- 
doubtedly called for prompt action. 








RECENT DEATHS, 


Many, very many, old friends and comrades will 
be deeply pained to learn of the death, Oct. 23, at 
his home at Annadale, Staten Island, N. Y., of that 
sterling veteran, Brevet Brigadier-(seneral Thomas 
Leonidas Crittenden, Colonal, U.S. Army, retired. 
He had been failing for some weeks and those accus- 
tomed to see him daily in New York City had 
missed him. The deceased soldier was the son of 
John Jordan Crittenden, the distinguished states- 
man, Attorney-General, U.S. Senator, etc., and was 
born at Russelvilie, Ky., May 15,1815. He studied 
law, was admitted to the bar, and in 1842 was elected 
Commonwealth’s attorney in Kentucky. Soon after 
the commencement of the Mexican war he joined 
his cousin, Gen. Zachary Taylor, as volunteer aide- 
de-camp, took part in several batties, aud was cap- 
tured at Buena Vista. President janta Anna sent 
him back to Gen. Taylor to demand his surrender, 
The next day the American troops won a great vio- 
tory, and a few days later Gen. Taylor sent Mr. 
Crittendentas a special messenger to carry the news 
of the battle to the President and Congress. He re- 
turned to Mexico as lieutenant-colonel of the 3d 
Kentucky Infantry, was mustered out in 1848, and 
in 1849 was appointed Consul to Liverpool. In this 
position he served until 1853, when he returned 
home and engaged in mercantile business in his 
native State. When the Civili War broke out Crit- 
tenden lost notimein manifesting his devotion to 
the Union and he was appointed Brigadier-General 
of Volunteers Sept. 27, 1861. He commanded a divi- 
sion at the battle of Shiloh, and was promoted July 
17, 1862, to Major-General of Volunteers for gal- 
lantry on that occasion. He took part in the battle 
of Stone River, and commanded the left wing of 
Gen. Rosecraus’s army at the battle of Chickamauga. 
Gen. Crittenden was then placed in command of a 
division of the 9th Army Uorps for the Virginia 
campaign of 1864. On Dec. 13, 1864, on account of 
certain criticisms, he resigned. In the reorganiza- 
tion of the Regular Army in 1866 he was appointed 
colonel of the 821 U.S. lnfantry, and received the 
brevet of Brigadier-General for his gallantry at the 
battle of Stone River. He commanded at several 
frontier poste after his appointment, was trans- 
ferred tothe 17th [nfantry in 1869, and was retired 
May 19, 1881, at his own request. Gen. Crittenden 
was married when a young man to Miss Katherine 
Todd, of Kentucky, who was thereafter his faithful 
companion until the day of his death. He leaves no 
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children, his only son, Lieut. John J.; Crittenden, 
20th Infantry, having been killed June 25, 1876, in 
the Custer massacre on the Little Big Horn River. 
This was a terrible blow to the bereaved parents, 
from which they never recovered. It may also be 
stated that Gen. Crittenden served from Aug. 17, 
1836, to Sept. 13, 1836, as a private of Kentucky in- 
fantry during the Mexican war. The remains were 
taken Oct. 24 to Frankfort, Ky., for interment. 
They were escorted through New York to Jersey 
City by Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard and staff and a de- 
tachment of U.S. troops from Fort Columbus. 


LIZUTENANT FLETCHER S. Bassett, U. 8. N., re- 
tired, died recently at his residence, No. 5208 
Kimbark avenue, Chicago, of heart disease. He 
had been in precarious health for many years. A 
few weeks ago his old standing malady was aggra- 
vated by carbuncle resulting in exhaustion, under 
which he sank gradually. He was in bis 44th year, 
having been born Dec. 21,1849. Lieut. Bassett was 
a native of Adams County, Ky., but resided in IIli- 
nois from an e rly age. From May to October, 
1864, he served in Co, A, 138th Regiment Illinois Vols. 
Shortly afterwards he entered the Naval Academy 
as midshipman. Graduated in June, 1869, he served 
on board the Sabine fora year. He was promoted 
to ensign July 12, 1870; to master, April 13, 1872, and 
to lieutenant, June 16, 1875. He eaw much service 
at sea, and was in action June 10 and 11, 1871, during 
the bombardment of the forts on the Kaughorn Is- 
jJands, Corea, in command of a section of howitzers. 
His last service was during a cruise in the South 
Pacific in 1882, when he was obliged to retire on ac- 
count of chronic rheumatism. Several years later 
the heart trouble developed which finally proyed 
fatal. Lieut. Bassett was Secretary of the Chicago 
Folklore Society and was one of the editors of the 
Chicago Folklorist. 


REAR ADMIRAL WALTER W. QUEEN, U. S.N.,8 
veteran cfficer on the retired list, died suddenly at 
his home in Washington, D. C., of heart failure, on 
the night of October 24th. He had been out visiting 
an orphan institution in Washington, and died al- 
most immediately after entering his home. The 
deceased officer was born in the District of Colum- 
bia on October 6, 1824, and was appointed to the 
Navy from New York in 184l. He participated ip 
the Mexican war, on the frigate Cumberland, was 
at Point Isabel during the battles of Palo Alto and 
Resaca de ia Palma and in the attacks upon Alva- 
rado, Tampico, Tuscan and Vera Cruz. He was 
promoted lieutenant in 1855, and in 1861 was on spe- 
cial duty in the steam sloop Powhatan. He com- 
manded the sec oad division of the mortar flotilla 
under Admiral Porter during the bombardment of 
Fort Jackson and Fort St. Philip, and during the 
attack on Vicksburg, when Fiag Offiver Farragut 
passed the batteries with his fleet. He was pro- 
moted lieutenant commander, in 1862, and was in 
charge of thesteam gunboat Wyalusing, of the 
North Atlantic blockading equadron, and with that 
vessel in 1864 engaged; the Confederate ram Albe- 
marle and her consorts, the Bombshell and the Cot- 
ton Plant. He was promoted tocommander in 1866, 
captain in 1874, commodore in 1883, to Rear Admira) 
August 28, 1886, and retired October 6, 1886. Hewas 
reported to be quite wealthy. 


CAPTAIN AUGUSTUS,G. TASSIN, Ith U. 8., Infantry, 
who died Oct. 19, 1893, at Colorado River Agency, 
Arizona, where he bas been on duty as acting In- 
dian Agent for the past few months, served during 
the; war as lst, Lieutenant, Captain, Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and Colonel, of the 35th Indiana Infantry. 
In July, 1866, he was appointed Captain of the 12th 
U. 8. Infantry, was honorably discharged Dec. 1, 
1870, served from June, 1872, to April, 1873, as a pri- 
vate of the Signal Corps, and was appointed,a 2d 
Lieutenant in his old regiment, the 12th Infantry 
in which he rose again to Captain, June 28, 1878. 
The deceased officer had many accomplishments, 
and had the brevets of Major, Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and Colonel, for gallantry at Missionary Ridge, At - 
lanta, and Nashville. His bealth had not been good 
for some years past, and perhaps the duties of his 
responsible position as Indian Agent haste ned his 
end. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL ALEXANDER MON TGOMERY 
U.8. A., retired, who died Oct. 13, 1893, at Cobourg, 
Ontario, Canada, was graduated from the Military‘ 
Academy in 1834, and promoted tothe 7th Infantry. 
On May 11, 1846, be was appointed Captain and As 
sistant Quartermaster, and attained the grade of 
Major and Quartermaster, May 17, 1861. He was dut 
of service July 18, 1863, but was reinstated June 14, 
1864; was promoted Lieutepant-Colonel and De- 
puty Quarter: master-General in 1872, and was re- 

ired January 15, 1874, at his own request. He has 
spent a good deal o: his time since retirement at 
the favorite resort of Army officers, Cobourg, 


Canada.

A SILVER SERVICE FOR THE NEW YORKS 


THE occasion of the presentation of a silver ser- 
vice, donated by citizens of New York, to the U. 
8.8. New York was a very pleasant one, but the 
best part of it, always excepting the punch, was the 
sensible and well considered reply of Captain Philip 
to the presentation speech of Congressman Cum- 
mings. Captain Philip said: 

“GENTLEMEN: The duty which devolves on me 
of acknowledging, on bebalf of the ship, this mag- 
nificent gift, is one that combines honor and pleas- 
ure in an unusual degree, and if my power of ex- 
pression were equal to mysense of appreciation, the 
acknowledgment would be indeed eloquent. The 
gift is an indication of the pride with which New 
York views her namesake in the Navy. The only 
way in which ber personnel of officers and men can 
testify to the ship’s pride in her name is by service 
faithful and efficient. 

“Some ships of the Navy are named for States of 
the Union, some for important cities, and others in 
commemoration of important events, but this ship 
alone bears the name ef the city and State alike— 
the one, the metropolis of the New World, and the 
other, the Empire Commonwealth of the Union. 
No other ship in the Navy has or ever can have 
such distinction; therefore, the gift of a silver ser- 
vice of such magnificence, under such circum- 
stances, comes with peculiar grace. 

“Apart from her warlike character and from her 
status as a visible representative of the might and 
majesty of the nation, a man-of-war has a more del- 
ica.e and hardly less important function. It is that 
of embodying on foreign stations the hospitality 
and good fellowship of the American people at 
home. In this ship such occasions will be grandly 
embelished by the presence and use of the gift be- 
fore us, and the yoy of ite origin will convey 
to the ship's guests the impression that the good 
people of New York are perpetually assisting her 
officers in their entertainment. 

“It is not well known that American naval offi- 
cers on foreign stations (and at home, too) are 
placed at great disadvantage in this respect. 

“ Ocher naval powers provide what is termed an 
allowance of table money forthe use of the com- 
manding and other officers of the ship, to be ex- 
pended in entertainment representative of the na- 
tion, but our officers have to sustain our national 
reputation in that respect at their own expense. 
Private fortunes being exceptional in our Navy, 
and most officers, of whatever grade, being wholly 
dependent on their pay, it follows thut without ex- 
ternal agsistance, such as this gift, any approach to 
adequate hospitality is totally out of the question. 

“There is a cherished anecdote in our sister ser- 
vice, the Army, which seems apropos to this occa-

B. Magruder, afterward a general in the Confeder- 
ate Army, was senior officer of a four company 
post at Madison Darracks, Sackett’s Harbor, New 
York. At that time there was a British garrison at 
Kingston, Canada, across the foot of the lake, which 
consisted of several companies, and the head- 
quarters of one of the eldest and most distinguished 
regiments in the British Army. As is customary 
with the organizations of that army, some of which 
are over two hundred years old, the headquarters 
mess at Kingston has a silver service of rare magni- 
fionce, and when they invited the officers of our 
post at Madison Barracks to come over and dine 
with them our fellows were astonished at the dis- 
play. Of course, a return dinner at Madison Bar- 
racks must follow, and as soon as our fellows got 
home Magruder and his messmates put their heads 
together to arrange it. 

“There was no difficulty about the viands, the 
wine or the cuisine, but the silver! Ab, that was 
missing. Still, silver they must have, as they could 
not possibly be outranked by the Britishers in any 
respect. So Magruder was appointed a committee 
of one on silver. He went at once to New York, 
saw several of his rich friends there and explained 
the situation. Inafew days mysterious boxes be- 
gan to arrive by express at Sackett’s Harbor mark- 
ed “handle with care.” Magruder had borrowed 
the cream of about half a dozen of the finest silver 
sets in New York for use at the return dinner to the 
Britishers, and when they came the tables were 
fairly resplendent withit. It was their turn to be 
amazed. Meantime every officerin the mess, Ma- 
gruder included, had drawn his pay a month or two 
ahead to provide for the dinner itself. When the 
dinner had progressed to about the sixth course, 
the British colonel ey! asked Magruder what 
the pay of his grade wasin our Army. This was 
the opportunity the gallant major had been await- 
ing, and looking at the post paymaster sternly, 
and solemnly, Magruder with that peculiar lisp 
which all the people of the old Army remember, 
said: ‘Paymather, will you pleathe tell the Colonel 
what the exact pay of my gradeith?’ The paymas- 
ter promptly gave the information, and betfore the 
Englishman could make any comment, Magruder 
remarked, in a careless sort of fashion: ‘You thee, 
my dear Colonel, | tho theldom trouble mythelt 
about thuch a mere bagatelle ath my pay that I 
really quite forgot what it ith.’ 

**Then it must be.’ replied the Englishman, 
glancing from the major to the silver, ‘that only 
gentlemen of private fortune can hold commissions 
in your army.’ 

“*Eatirely tho,’ said Magruder. 

“Tnat dinner bankrupted our four company post 
at Sackett’s Harbor ior half a year, but Magruder 
and his messmates succeeded in accomplishing their 
purpose. It is hardly necessary to add that the 
officers of the New York will never have to resort 
to Magruder's strategy, no matter whotheir neigh- 
bors on a station may be.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


BRIGADE FIELD DAY. 


THE first drill in extended order of the entire Ist 
Brigade of New York National Guard, planned by 
Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, its commanding officer, was 
held at Van Cortlandt Park on the afternoon of 
Saturday, Oct. 21. 1t was most successfully carried 
out, and should prove of material benefit to the 
troups participating, It gave proof of the knowl- 
edge attained by the several organizations in ar- 
pny A drills, and, generally speaking, showed that 
this instruction was faithfully carried out. Thead- 
vantages of a tour at camp was plainly seen, the ex- 
tended order movements of the 7th, 12th and 224 
Regiments being well nigh perfect. The 7lst bad no 
opportnnity to show iteelf in extended order as did 
the above commands, but it executed its part of the 
programme with promptness and intelligence. The 
9th Regiment also showed up to advantage and this 
can be said of every command with but one excep- 
tion, we regret to say, and that was the 69th Regi- 
ment. It was plain to all military observers that 
this command had very little conception of ex- 
tended order drill. This is due to lack of proper in- 
struction in armory drills. Officers generally were 
not conversant with the movements to be executed 
or the proper commands to be given—the result na- 
turally then was much confusion on their part. The 
N. Y. City and Northern Railroad proved utterly 
inadequate in transporting the troops and the pub- 
lic from and to the elevated at 155th street, and the 
arrival of several regiments was — sy in eonse- 
quence, while several thousand people could not 
get to the park at all. In future the troops will 
probably be transported over the New York Cen- 
tral Road. 

Brig.-Gen. Fitzgerald and staff were early on the

The ist Battery, Capt. Wendel, arrived at 12.45 
P. M., and immediately took its position east of the 
Van Cortlandt Mansion. The appearance of this 
battery. like that of the Second, was all that could 
be desired. 


The Governor and staff, escorted by Troop A, in 
command of Capt. Roe, arrived at 121 Pp. M., the 
First Battery promptly firing the salute of nineteen 


guns.

The de- 
tachment of the troop with the northern force was 
deployed in front of their skirmish line, but retired 
immediately upon the advance of the southern 
force and was seen no more. True this was no sham 
battle, but a large size drill in extended order, and 
a@ cavalry charge would have been out of place, The

The Northern Force was the first to get in posi- 
tion, being ted in strict conformity with the or- 
ders. The intervals between men and the distances 
between the lines were regulated with great exact- 
ness. There was an entire absence of confusion. 
Cover was taken advantage of and the signals and 
whistle were used to advantage. The re-inforcing 
of the firing line and its extension were well done, 
and the alignments were well preserved. The fir- 
ings were executed with fair intelligence, although 
it was often noticed that men would fire without 
taking any aim, and the rule asto adjusting sights 
at different “yy was not generally carried out as 
laid down in the drill book. This is an important 
point, and one that can only be gained in outdeor 
practice such as this.

But the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Armv might send you the orders you desire if 
you ask bim by letter. 

Another ‘‘ Constant Reader” asks: How can an 
enlisted man be appointed a regimental ve'erinary surgeon, 
ete.? Ans.—Ask your captain or Ist sergeant to let you 
read Article :7, Army Regulations, pars. 180 to 185. Pur- 
chase afew stendard books, snch as Thaveau’s Anatomy, 
Smitb’s or Mili’s Physiology; Williams's Practice, Fleming's 
Surgery. Obstetrics and Horseshoeing. 


W. H.—Enlistments in the Army are for five 
years, but you can get a furlough for three months at the 
end of three years’ service and your discharge at the expir- 
ation of the furlougb, provided your service during the 
three years bas been good and faithful. The rerulations 
prescribe that no person under the age of 21 shall be en- 
listed, or re-enlisted, without the written sonsent of his 
parents or guardians, provided he has such, entitled to his 
custody and control. 


CO. E. J.—Assistant professors at the Naval Acad- 
emy are appointed by the Secretary of the Navy. For these 
positions proficiency in languages is the chief consideration 
—tbatis forthe department of languages. Professors of 
mathematics are appointed by the President and confirmed 
by the Senate. The selections. however, are usually dele- 
gated tothe Secretary of the Navy. For these positions a 
rigid examination in mathematica is required as well as 
menvy other branches. Prof. L. F. Prud’homme retires Feb. 
21, 1896. 

8. P.—If a private of the line is detailed tor 
special duty at the post hospital with the Hospital Corps he 
is, while on that duty, under the control of the post eur- 
geon, and, of course,of the post commander. As to the 
extent of bis company commander's jurisdiction over bim 
during this interim, that isa matter governed by circum- 
stances. If he continues to sleep at nights in the barrack 
room of bis company, then during that period the com- 
pany commander would have a certain disciplinary juris- 
diction, But your question is not speeific enoug as to the 
extent of the jurisdiction exercised to make a thorough an- 
ewer.
